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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the dirrcicnccs bciween the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a \vht)lc \v duIcI have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nuns et 
al.(US 4987828) in view of Dagerskog et al. (US 4565704). 

Nuns discloses: 

In reference to claims 14, 26: 

A device for making omelettes, the device comprising: a conveyor for 
transferring plates linearly through the device from a position for supplying 
each plate with omelette batter to a position for removal of a finished 
omelette from the device; at least two separately controllable induction 
heaters positioned under the conveyor in two treatment stations, the plates 
being of magnetic material. 

Dagerskog discloses a conveyer cooker having at least one infrared heater positioned above 

the conveyor. 

It would have been obvious to add the infrared heater to the Nuns device since it is known that 
infrared heating is better suited for top side browning of food products. 
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In reference to claim 15-25, Nuns and Dagerskogs teach the basic invention except the rotor 
type dispensing filling stations, etc.... but such rotor type dispensing systems are well knonw in 
the art, as suggested by applicant. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill, routine 
creativity and common sense to modify the device of Nuns to include the rotor type dispensing 
means inorder to take advantage of the space saving aspects of such a rotor type dispensing 
system over a linear system.
